S. M. Wilson of Fresno Flats Kills 


It. G. Rogers Last Sun- 


(lay. 


A press dispatch from Tulare, dated 


last Sunday, states that K. G. Rodgers, 
a prominent fanner living ten miles 
southeast of that city was shot and 
killed that morning by S. M. Wilson of 
Fresno Flats. 
Wilson and Itodgers 


were married to sisters and the former's 
wife is suing for a divorce. 


AVilson claims Rodgurs was the cause 


of the separation. Yesterday AVilson 
walked to Haymond, where he took a 
train for Tulare, arriving last night. 
This morning he walked to Rodgers' 
farm and was not cordially received. 


Words ensued and Kodcers ordered 


Wilson off the nluce. The latter would 
not go. He said lie wanted to talk over 
the matter, llorlpera finally took him 
by the collar and pushed him to the 
porch, and when Wilson still refused to 
leave Hodgers turned back to tlie house, 
ayinjr he would make him leave- 


Wilson then drew a pistol and fired, 


the bullet striking Rodgers In the 
shoulder. The wounded man ran around 
the corner of the house and fell, Wilson 
coming up and shooting him again as he 
fell. 


Wilson then ran up, placed tlie pistol 


close to Rotlgers' head and shot three 
times more. Hodgers soon pot np and 
shot at Wilson three times, but missed 
him. 
Wilson then ran away, coming 


toward Tulare. 


li. E. Eniiiiery of this city came by 


Rodgers' place with two companions ami 
was told to notify the officers. On his 
way to town he overtook Wilson riding 
a horse and Wilson gave himself up, 
asking to l)e protected from the mob. 
Emmery turned Iiim over to Ofliccr 
Murray, who took him to Vi?alia. The 
coroner's jury this afternoon charged 
AVilson with murder. 


Rodgers was 49 years old.

a family and has been farming here for 
twenty years. He was buried by the 
Masonic fraternity.

ship lid ward O'Drien, which had long 
ago been given up foi- lost. The ship is 
owned partly in this city, and the newi 
of her safety has just reached tho own- 
ers. 


The ship left Victoria, B. C., early in 


December lost for London with a largo 
ra:-go of wheat, and nothing was heard 
of her until Juno ~~, when she was sight- 
ed by tho steamer Galileo in latitude 
48.81, longitude 23.10, flying signals tell- 
ing that si*o was short of food. Rhe was 
supplied by tho steamer, and Captain 
Whit ton brought to New York news of 
the safety to tho underwriters, who 
were demanding heavy premiums for 
reinsuring tho vessel and cargo. 


It was learned that the ship had miido 


a fine run down the Pacific coast and 
around tho Horn, but when near the 
equator siio had been caught in ono of 
the dreaded calms that prevail in that 
latitude. For three months sho re- 
mained within a distance of lialf a milo 
from where she first struck rheriilm, 
and during that tirno there was not wind 
enough to till even the lightest of her 
sails. Finally n small current, proba- 
bly made by a storm many miles away, 
appeared and served to send her slowly 
out of tho locality, which threatened at 
one timn fn become a place of death for 
all on bosrcl. On this current tho ship 
drifted for almost another month.. Then 
a welcome wind carried her back into 
the jiatlis of navigation.—Philadelphia 
Record.

[wse of the meeting was to discuss the 
recent action of the Pacific Coast Insur- 
ance Union in raising the rates on all 
classes of property in Fresno 50 per cent 
and to draft resolutions 
protesting 


against such increase and asking tor its 
rescission.

Among the owners of property pres- 


ent were: F. G. Berrv, J. Heichman, 
T. C. White, W. H. McKenzio, .A. J. 
Wiener, L. Gundd finger, "W.W. Phillips, 
W. Helm, 0. J. Woodward, E. (.!. Chad- 
dock, X. G. Kittle, H. Levy, H. B. Col- 
son, J. D. Gray, C. W. Barrett, A. Din- 
ke.lspiel, L. Einstein, A. Goldstein, T. 
K. Hughes and ujany others. 


Fulton G. lierry presided and Alexan- 


der Goldstein was chosen secretary. The 
increase was fully discussed, nearly 
every one expressing himself upon the. 
subject. . Of. course, the genera"! senti- 
ment was opposed to n continuance, 
of the new rate. The speeches w»-re 
temperate hut to the point. 


It was acknowledged that the property 


owners were under obligations to fcikn 
all precautions against tire. They have 
been doing this all along, but one can- 
not always control one's tenants. The 
•jity has a good tire department and suf- 
licient water, and its facilities for light- 
ing fires are a£ jiood as and in many 
cases superior to those of other cities of 
the panic population. 


A set of resolutions were adopted

il was so impressed with western 


.staging that he purchased two stages 
and twelve head of the wildest stock 
procurable from the stage company. 
These outfits, accompanied by a driver 
and a hostler, were taken to Dr. Webb's 
fine stock farm near Shalburne, Vt., on 
Lake Cluuunlain. 


While at Wawona our party visited 


Chilnualna falls, "tt'awona point and 
SifTiial Peak, all within easy distance of 
the hotel and reached by j;ood wagon 
roads and trails.

tent and blissful in his ignorance of 
modern conveniences. 


There are two characters at Wawona 


familiarly known as "Pike, the guide," 
ami "Whoopelup" Jimmy Lawrence, of 
whom mention in this connection will 
not be amiss. 


Most every person who has visited 


\VawonaorYosemite has met or-heard 
of Pike, the, famous Yossmite guide. 
The dato of his advent to this region is 
not, known, but it is seriously suspected 
that he dropped into the valley before 
Major Savage reported the discovery of 
this scenic wonderland. 


Anyhow, Pike and his cracked voice 


havo been here in all their glory within 
the memory of 
the oldest 
inhab- 


itant. 


Pike visited ^nn Francisco a few years 


ago, tibe first time since the city's palmy 
Jays. He stopped at the Fahutt hotel, 
and was duly instructed by the porter 
how to manipulate the tolls and lights. 
After a few hours' siay in his room Pike 
concluded to go down on the streets,and 
tp~ pursuance of thia desire repeatedly 
touched the toll. The bell boy promptly 
responded and asked what was wanted. 
"Bring me up a hatchet," said Pike, "L 
\vnnt to blar.f- my way out of tbis 
pluce."

Wawona came down the hill Lawrence, 
who had never seen a bicycle, exclaimed 
in amazement:

We broke camp at Wawona on Mon- 


day the 21st and journeyed through ih« 
Yosemite national park en route to the 
valley, twenty-eight miles distant. 


A "verse from Tennyson somewhat 


trans[H>sed is very applicable to the 
national reservation:: 


".My iiitlier lc!t n jmrk to me. 
Hut it is wililaml barren, 
A garden loo with many n tree, 
Yel it is waster titan a. warrcii. 
1* 


What benefit the government may do- 


rive from the reservation is noi- appar- 
ent, nor has its usefulness been convinc- 
ingly explained to me. 


The park is patrolled by squads of 


cavalry and the frequency of tires and 
consequent destruction of timtor largely 
lessened, it is true, but the reservation 
of this section has retarded the develop- 
ment of a region rich in minerals. 


We reached Inspiration Point, the 


;ateway to- Vhe Yosemite vallev, in tlie 
fternoon. Tho view from this pro- 
uontory affords a surprise that amounts 
almost to terror. 


What glories of ro«k piling confront the 


wide distended eye- How those sharp 
edged cliffs, Etandingwith upright heads 
that play at hand'hall with the clouds, 
alternate with one another so that tirst 
the right, then tho left, then the right 
one beyond strike, on our view, as we 
wind our way down the tortuous road, 
each one half obscured by its fellow in 
front, each showing itself level bruwed 
with its comrades as we come even "with 
it, each a score of hundreds of dizzy 
featin height,rising perpendicularly from 
tho green valley, splintered atop into 
airy, pinnacles, braced behind against 
the almost continental mass through 
which this awful, yet grand, chasm ha* 
been cleft.. 


This is Yosemite. How inexpressible 


are tho wonders of plutonic for«e it 
commemorates, how magnificent- the 
poee and self-sustained majesty ot its 
walls, how stupendous the height aa we 
look np, the depth if we gaze timidly 
down, 
how 
splendid 
the massive 


shadows at the base of the interlocking 
headlands—the glint of sunlight.on the 
upper rim -«nd the high polish of the 


Cue must eutt-h it all as an impression 


on tho retina of his mind's-eye—must 
momoriwj it instantly and poadcr -it 
afterwards. 


It is ineffable, but the thought* of it 


will remain through years and years a 
legacy of vwid recollection and delight, 
and yon will never cease to bo proud 
that you have seen. it. 


So-awed were tho owls-by tha grand- 


eur of Yosemite that thrir first night's 
camp_ was not nearly .«o hilarious as 
many preceding one's. Four days of 
climbing up precipitous zigzag trails to 
the various falls and Glacier point stif* 
iioed. to- tire the party out, and we 
packed, up, homeward bound. 


The writer interviewed Galen Clark, 


the silver-haired guardian o£ the valley, 
relative to the conduct of matters there. 
Mr. ClarK ia an entertamiug gentleman, 
and proVmbly more familiar with Yj> 
semite and the adjacent country than 
anv otb.er person. 


He was appointed guardian in !§&>, 


and held the position until 1881, receiv- 
ing n salary of $500 per annum. In 
1889 Mr. Clark was reappointed at s sal- 


of $1500 per yew. 
Ir. Clark is justly indignant over the 


so'nsational newspaper allegations ol 
vandalism in tho valley. He asserts 
that the accumulation of undergrowth 
in the valley must be prevented for the 
preservation of the larger timber and 
the state buildings from fire, but that 
no effort at artiatic Improvement has 
been made. 


The average expense to the state 


yearly in maintaining the improve- 
ments, opening trails and paying sala- 
ries is $10,000. Tlie rental of state 
property in the valley, howevtfr, brings 
in an income of $3000. 


Mr. Clark recently visited the World's 


Fair and several eastern cities, return 
ing by way of Yellowstone Natior.a 
park. 


There arc two hotels in the valley, tho 


Stoneman and tho Yosomito Palls ho- 
tel. The totter ia conducted on the Bib 


•opean plan. The rates per day-at tho 
Stoneman are $4. 


Travel so -far this season has been 


iiylit, and the hotels report a shortage of 
i bout 301) tourists and over 400 campers. 
L'hu great majority of tourists thia year 
were"foreigners,—"Germans prcdomfnat- 
ng. It is expected, however, thafc the 
:ravel in September and October will 
unky up the difference. 


There are many ludicrous incidents of 


tourists going to the valley with-ade- 
>!eted treasury, 
f-'or instance, a £entie- 


uan stepped off the stage one day re- 
cently and announced to the landlord of 
he Stoneman that be possessed onlv 
£1.50 and if that would keep him imtil 
.he next day he would stop over, other- 
vis-u he would be compelled to depart by 
,he stage leaving an hour • following his 
"rrival. 


Many oi the tourist? have programmed 


;o see Yosumite, but am so heavily bled 
Ijy Chicago that they find their fonds at 
low ebb on the latter end of their tonr. 


I made us close nn investigation as 


possible while in the valley and saw uo 
evidences of vandalism or mismanage- 
ment of the state's property. 
I did not 


consider it necessary to gather a mass of 
statistics in this connection and care- 
fully record them m tables oE- precise 
ind copious information. 


Our trip home was devoid ot- interest 
id we reached Fresno dusty and tired, 
•et praising the God-wrought landsvapu- 
,ve had seen, tho splendid achievements 
of the energetic- men who girted the 
mountains with a road into Yosemite 
.nil of whose hospitality we partook.,ihe 
glorious good times we had, the stores 
af health we laid away, the cook who 
juked biscuits that loaded into-.a moun- 
ain howitzer would have bombard**! El

to their relief. 


A petition has JUTonlingly l>ce]i sent 


on to Washington. It is addressed to 
the senators -ind rrpresentavives from 
California and requests them tn do all 
in their power to bring aboutsuch legis- 
lation as will materially aid the settlers 
in getting speedy justice. 
In this peti- 


tion it is suckled that an act or a. 
joint resolution should lie passed- by 
congress directing and authorizing the 
federal department of justice to take 
immediate steps to obtain from tlie su- 
preme court of the United .States a con- 
clusive decision of the controversy be- 
tween the settlera and the Southern I'a- 
citie Railway Company, and providing 
moreover for the appointment by the 
government of competent attorneys to 
represent the settlers at the hearing of 
the test case. 


It is also suggested that the art or res- 


olution should contain a provision by 
virtue whereof those settlers who hold 
patents for portions of the lands affected 
shall be indemnified by the United 
States for their expenditures of labor 
and money in (rase the supreme court de- 
rides against them. 


The settlers l)elieye, says the Ex- 


aminer, that the justice of -their request 
will he recognized at "Washington and 
that the desired relief will he promptly 
granted. 


"Of course," said John S. Macintosh, 


one of the interested gentlemen, yester- 
day, "we would not have settled on the 
lands but for the representation of the 
United States that they were govern- 
ment lands and open for entry. If we 
have been misled the United States 
should indemnify us for the losses we 
have suffered because of its mistaken 
representation, and the burden of litiga- 
tion to determine whether the govern- 
ment or the railroad held title to the 
lands at the time we settled on them 
should not be borne by us, but bv the 
original parties to the controversy.''

On the following morning the rancher 


went to his eheepherder's cabin and 
saw Cohen's wagon standing in front of 
the hut. Keefe's outiit was mUving. 
Entering the house the rancher's eye 
was caught In- a number of dark stains 
and splashes at the head of the bunk, 
and on a grain sack which had sup- 
posedly served Cohen for a pillow, wa* 
outlined in blood the side of a man's 
head, with the ear particularly well de- 
lined.

FRESNO STILLS. 


Deputy Collector Youngberg to In- 


vestigate Them. 


J. K. Vounjrberg, the chief deputy col- 


lector of internal revenue, Saturday 
started on a trip of investigation of the 
brandy stills in tlie southern part oi th 
state. His principal work will I* i» 
Fresno, where large quantities of sweet 
wine will soon IHJ in process of manufac- 
ture. Ust-year over 500,000 gallons of 
brandy were distilled in tliat county 
alone for tlie purpose of fortifying sweet 
wines. 


This brandy is not liable to the 90 
cents a gallon tax that all other distilled 
liquors have to pay. As a consequence 
great care has to be exercised to guard 
against the making of brandy for the 
market which is ostensibly to bo used in 
the sweet wine trade.—Chronicle.

COURT TO THIS CITY. 


An Attempt, Will lie Made to Have 


His OHiee. Declared 


Vacant. 


A few days aj-o JiiUicc of tiie Peace 


K. 1>. Lane uf the Second township re- 
moved his oflice from the precincts of 
that township to the Third township 
and louated in apartments over Mona- 
t,'hau's saloon on Mariposa street. 


He, advertised this fact and since then 


has been transacting luifinepri in this 
township and lias not devoted mud 
time or attention to the throne of 
justice out on Illackstcmc avenue. 


This is considered an encroachment 


on the preserves oi the other justices in 
this city and they propose to test his 
riylit to tloat his oilicu into another 
township. 


They claim that under section -1 of the 


Code of Civil Procedure, he can only 
hold his own court in his own bailll- 
wicfc, and that the, statutes specially 
provide that he can only hold court in 
another township as in the stead of an- 
other justice. 


They also claim, under section IS!) of 


the same code, he must be a resident of 
the township in which lie is elected and 
holds oflice, and that 'Justice Lane at 
present neither resides in nor holds 
court in the district for which he was 
elected. 


The proposition is to take steps to pre- 


vent the supervisors from allowing his 
bills for services,—to declare his pre- 
tended judicial acts in this township to be 
illegal and void, and to have his otficc 
declared vacant. 


If Justice Lane's contention is correct, 


that he can move his court into another 
township, then all the justices of the 
county can transfer their courts to 
Fresno, which evidently was not con- 
templated bv the code. 


Again it is stated that he i" subject to 


iv penalty of $500 for assuming to act us 
justice outside his territorial jurisdiction 
which penalty or a moiety thereof goes 
to the jicrson complaining.

WKST SIDE SETTLERS APPEAL 


TO CONGRESS. 


'1'liey

Preserve -Tliclr 


Homes Or He huleni- 


nifieil. 


Thc settlers upon the 200,000 acres of 


land in the Kiiu .loaodin valley affected 
by the recent decision of Judge Ross 
have determined to ask congress to come 
to their relief. 


A petition has accordingly lieen sent 


on to \\'ashrn;rton. It is addressed to 
the senators and representavives from 
California and requests them to do all 
in their power to bring alontsuch legis- 
lation aa will materially aid the settlers 
iu getting speedy justice. 
In this peti- 


tion it i:= suggested that an act or a 
joint resolution should l»e passed-by 
congress directing and authorizing the 
federal department of justice to take 
immediate step.-* to obtain from the, su- 
preme court of the United States n con- 
clusive decision of the controversy be- 
tween the settlers and the Southern pa- 
cific Railway Company, and providing 
moreover for the appointment by the 
government of competent attorneys to 
represent the settlers at the hearing of 
the test case. 


It is also suggested that the ant or res- 


olution should contain a provision by 
virtue whereof those settlers who hold 
patents for portions of the lands affected 
shall be indemnified by the United 
States for their expenditures of labor 
and money in case thesupremecourtde- 
cides against them. 


Thu settlers lielieve, says tlie Ex- 


aminer, that the justice of -their request 
will be recognized at \Vashington and 
that the desired relief will be promptly 
granted. 
" "Of course," said John S. Macintosh, 
one of the interested gentlemen, yester- 
day, "we would not have settled on the 
lands but for thu representation of the 
United States that they were govern- 
ment lands and open for entry. If we 
have been misled the. United States 
should indemnify ua for the losses we 
have suffered Itecause of its mistaken 
representation, and the burden of litiga- 
tion to determine whether the govern- 
ment or the railroad held title to the 
lands nt the time we settled on them 
should not be Iwrne by us, but by the 
original parties to the'coutroverpy.""

This is considered an encroachment 


on the preserve? of the other justices in 
this city and they propose to test his 
right to float his otlice into another 
township. 


They claim that under section 4 of the 


Code of Civil Procedure, he c;m only 
hold his own court in his own hailli- 
wick, and that the statutes specially 
provide that he can only hold court in 
another township as in the stead of an- 
other justice. 


They also claim, under section 150 of 


the &ime rode, he must be a resident of 
the township in which he is elected and 
holds office, and that Justice Lane at 
present neither resides in nor holds 
court in the district for which he was 
elected. 


The proposition is to take steps to pre- 


vent the supervisors from allowing his 
bills for services,— to declare his pre- 
tended judicial acts in this township to be 
illcL'ul and void, and to have his oilice 
declared vacant. 


If Justice Lane's contention is correct, 


that he can move his court into another 
township, then all the justices of the 
county can transfer their courts to 
Fresno, which evidently was not con- 
templated by the code. 


Again it is stated that he is subject to 


a penaltv of ifoQQ for assuming to act aa 
justice outside his territorial jurisdiction 
which y«enalty or a moiety thereof KOCS 
to the person complaining.

SANITARY" LAWS. 


DK. HOl'KLNH HAVING THKM KX- 


FORCED. 


Tlie Dsiirii'.s to he Inspected by the 


Comity Health 


Officer. 


Dr. 11. St. George Hopkins is the mos 


enersretii1 health olliccr Fresno county 
has yet had. ]Ic FCCIUS to have tljy 
sanitary laws at hia fingers ends, and 
the way he makes maintainers and pro- 
moters oi nuisances come to time is a 
caution. 


The doctor has dug up some 127 laws 


pertaining to the preservation of the 
public health and hu is goiuu to have 
them enforced or know the reason why. 
Thc health officer has almost unlimited 
powers, probably to make up for the 
very small salary, and when he imposes 
a fine there is no appeal therefrom. 


Doctor Hopkins has just completed 


the round of the daughter houses which, 
tie says, were in an absolutely filthy con- 
dition. This has been remedied ami he 
will now devote attention to other pur- 
veyors to the public, namely, the milk- 
men. 


"There," said the genial doctor, "is a 


dairyman," pointing to :l milkwasoii, 
"who is violating the law at this very 
moment." 


"How so?" was asked. 
"Why, the wnjron has on it neither 


the name of the dairy, its location, nor 
the name of the proprietor, aa required 
by law. 


"Having had the bles-sed remain* of 


several cpei-ies of animal;? removed from 
sifiht anil smell," continued tlie Doctor, 
"and having abated a number of other 
nuisances, 1 shall now make an inspec- 
tion of the dairies, many of which are 
reported to be in Kid condition 


"It is stated thut some of the dairy- 


men milk their cows in the same place 
where they are kept, which should not, 
of course, be done. 
Milk is peculinrly 


sensitive, and absorbs impurities with 
remarkable ease. Kxpq.sed to impure 
air for but a short time it may, though 
pure before, team with destruiitive bac- 
teria. The recent, epidemics of typhoid 
fever in Oakland, Ulrica-go, St. Louis 
and other places were caused by the use 
of impure milk. I shall see to it that 
the proper cleanliness is observed in the 
conduct of the dairies, for this has A 
most important licariiitf on the public 
health." 


Dr. 
Hopkins receives 
many com- 


plaints concerning nuisances from all 
parts of tho county. Of course he can 
only visit such places complained of ua 
are not too far from the city, for thn 
ridiculously low salary would not war- 
rant his taking long trips. The distant 
cases he reaches by letter. Considering 
the excellent work already done and the. 
enthusiastic interest shown in the work 
by the Doctor, a more reasonable com- 
pensation would not be out of place, It 
would enable him to include u greater 
territory in his investigations.

Dear Sir.—This otlice has always held 


that lands lielonging to the government 
of the United States are not subject to 
luxation, although they may he occu- 
pied by =i-;.tlei*"iindm; tins homestead 
law or other acts of congress, und that 
taxed levied upon ihe possessory inter- 
est of the settler can never become a 
lien s:i long as the land belongs to the 
government; but \\hure land has been 
paid (or in full it is subject to taxation 
at ite full ca?h value, although not pat- 
ented. 


When the. right to a patent has once 


become vested in a purchaser of public 
land, it is equivalent, so far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned, to a patent act- 
ually issued. 


The execution anil delivery of a patent 


after the right to it has accrued are 
mere ministerial acts of the oilicers 
charged with that duty. Stoddard vs. 
Chamivers, 2 How. U. S., 534-318; Car- 
roll vs. Stafford, 3 How. LT. S., pp. 461. 


A tax on the, possessory interest, 


therefore, must lie regarded as a tax on 
personal property and not on realty, 
and it will not become a lien on the 
realty even after the settler acquires a 
perfect equity, or a patent. 


Where the"record shows that the land 


itself was assessed before the patent is- 
sued or before the right to a patent had 
o-curred by full and complete payment, 
the assessment is void.

And if we turn to Home we find exactly 
tlm same, conditions arising " Mr Ilof- 
lin, in his Ancient History, says: 
"l"?ury lins always caused the ruin of 
stales where it has been tolerated, and 
it was this disorder which contributed 
very much to subvert the constifution of 
the Honian commonwealth, and to give 
birth to the greatest calamities in all 
Uic provinces." 


Similar results after the Christian era 


roused the voice of Jerome and the fath- 
ers and councils to unanimous condem- 
nation of usury. The effect in Germany 
caii |M> gathered from the language of 
Luther, previously quoted: that the re- 
sult was similar in Kngland may be 
gathered from the extreme bitterness of 
the language of Dr. WiUon in his dis- 
course about 1570, after theact of Henry 
VIII, where he suys: "I do wish some 
penal law of death to be made against, 
usurers as well as against thieves and 
murderer?, for that they deserve death 
much more than .-such men do; lor these 
usurers destroy a nil devour up not only 
whole families, hut als'o'whole countries, 
and bring all folks to beggary that have 
to do with them." 


The mere increaso of wealth in the 


aggregate, while it by- usury accumu- 
lajes in few hand", is no argnmont in 
favor of the system ; that the evils in 
England are as great as ever may be 
seen from what is said by Thorald Rog- 
ers in his "Six Centuries of Work and 
Wages" as follows: 


"There is collected a population in 


our large towns which equals in amount 
the whole of those who lived in England 
and Wales six centuries ago, but whose 
condition is more destitute, whose homes 
are more squalid, whose means are more 
uncertain, whose prospects are more 
hopeless than the poorest serf of the 
middle ages." 
^"Francis 
Walker, in his "Political 


Economy" of recent date, speaking of 
the effects of usury (p. 337), says: "The 
recent outbreaks" in Jlounieu'a, Kou- 
niania and Kussia testify to the natural 
feelings of a simple minded, ignorant, 
passive and more or less stupid"people, 
who see homes and lands, cattle and 
goods, and even standing crops (how 
about His farmers' crops now) pass with 
fatal certainty out of tlm hands of the 
many into the bauds of a class in whom 
thu faculty of acquisition is developed in 
such a dejrree as to make them in com- 
parison with a peasantry like that of the 
Slavonic states as wolves among sheep."
